PROFESSOR EMERITUS GUIDO E. MAZZEO DIES

WASHINGTON, D.C.—Professor Emeritus of Romance Languages Guido E. Mazzeo, 

69, died of cancer at the George Washington University Hospital on 

Tuesday, June 5, 1984. He was a resident of Springfield, Virginia. 

Born in New York City, August 14, 1914, he held degrees from City 

College of New York (B.A. 1936); and Columbia University (M.A. 1938 and 
Ph. D. 1961). Prior to coming to Washington in 1946, he taught at Fordham 

University, City College of New York and Columbia University. From 1946 to 
1950, he was an assistant professor of Spanish at the U.S. Navy Postgraduate 
School in Washington, D.C. In 1950, he became associated with the Inter- 
American Defense Board as a conference document specialist and simultaneous 
translator. He remained in that position until 1958 when he became a full-time 
member of The George Washington University faculty in 1958 as associate 
professor of Romance languages. He has been teaching part time at George 
Washington since 1946. He became full professor of Romance languages in 
1968 and received the status of professor emeritus on May 6 of this year. 

He served as chairman of the GW Department of Romance Languages and 
Literatures from 1977 to 1983. 
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He was a member of the Modern Language Association; the American 
Association of Teachers of Spanish and Portuguese; the American Society 
for 18th Century Studies; and Sigma Delta Pi, national Spanish honor society. 

A frequent contributor to scholarly journals. Dr. Mazzeo wrote in 
both Spanish and English. He was a member of the editorial board of 
The Hispanic Journal , and the author of two books. The Abate Juan Andres , 
Literary Historian of the XV1I1 Century . Hispanic Institute in the U.S., 1965, 
and Ensayos espanoles , Prentice - Hall, Englewood Cliffs, New Jersey, 1973. 

At George Washington, he served as a member of the Faculty Senate, 
an advisory body to GW President Lloyd H. Elliott, and as chairman of the 

Faculty Senate Committee on the Library. 

He is survived by his wife, Avelina, of the Springfield home; a 
daughter, Mrs. Margarita Mazzeo Miller of Burke, Virginia; a sister. Miss 
Immaculata Mazzeo of New York City; and one granddaughter, Cristina.

A national survey conducted during the primary campaign 
reveals that most of the major political developments of the 
last year have gone un-noticed (or at least not remembered) 
by the majority of the American people. 

According to Michael Robinson and Maura Clancey, directors 
of the Media Analysis Project at The George Washington University, 
some of the year's biggest news stories have failed almost 
totally to penetrate public awareness. 

Results from their nationwide poll, in the most recent

♦♦Almost 23 percent of the adult population could not recall 
a single news event from the last 12 months.

"Most Americans think that Ronald Reagan attends church regularly, 
despite that during the last year the President has gone to 
Sunday services only once." 

"In addition, we found Reagan running 20 points ahead 
of his administration when we asked about the ethical standards 
practiced by Reagan and by his staff," she said. 
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Robinson concluded that the public seems to filter out 
much of the bad news about Reagan that appears in the news 
media. "But," he added, "the Teflon coating seems to extend 
well beyond the President. The public seems to be filtering 
out political news of virtually every kind. People just are 
not tracking what most politicians and journalists seem to 
think are the big news events of the day."

GW BOARD OF TRUSTEES RECOMMENDS 
POLICY FOR LAW SCHOOL FUTURE 

The Board of Trustees of the George Washington University 
decided today that the National Law Center should become a single 
law school unit, without separate daytime or evening divisions. 

The announcement followed a special meeting of the GW Board 
at which a report on the future of the evening division, prepared 
by a five-member Trustee committee, was adopted unanimously. 

By its action today, the GW Board transmitted the report 
through University President Lloyd H. Elliott to GW National 
Law Center Dean Jerome A. Barron with the suggestion that its 
recommendations be implemented beginning with the 1985-86 entering 
class. 

"This action provides for full-time and part-time legal 
studies and for a common admissions pool with the same high 
standards for all admitted students," said President Elliott. "I 
am particularly pleased with this decision which seems to be 
satisfactory to all concerned," Elliott added. 

The report states that, "As a matter of educational policy, 
the National Law Center, i.e. the law school of The George Washingt 
University, should be a single law school with a single standard

The report outlines structural changes which should accompany 
the overall policy.

time. 

Board action taken today further provides: that there
